Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant urges withdrawl of the restriction by 
original presentation based on amendments made after prosecution on the merits has been closed. The current restriction is believed 
proper and would necessitate re-opening prosecution after applicant had an opportunity to earlier present claims that are not construed as 
different patentable subject matter. Furthermore, arguments made are statements of intended use that do not import limitations to 
apparatus claims in the same manner as method claims.
